MR. DULLES: 

a. Read to the group certain recommendations he proposed to 
make to the Killian Committee on 1 July 1961 and as a result of the 
discussion which followed, Messrs. Amory, Kirkpatrick, and Kent 
undertook to submit suggested changes in some of these recommenda- 
tions. 


Mr. Kent noted that the final Defense recommendations on the 
establishment of a Defense Intelligence Agency will be presented to the 
Killian Committee today, and recommended that the Director call either 
Secretary McNamara or Deputy Secretary Gilpatric and suggest that 
the DCI receive a briefing on the proposals to establish this Agency. 

The Director concurred. 


b. Referred to the recommendation of the Taylor Committee that 
the 5412 Group be reconstituted as the Strategic Resources Group, and 
in particular the recommendation that the Department of Defense handle 
PM-type operations, and asked DD/P to "draw up a budget" of our own 
regarding PM requirements. This request is based on National Security 
Action Memorandum #56 which indicates Presidential approval of the 
following: 

"It is important that we anticipate now our possible future require- 
ments in the field of unconventional warfare and paramilitary 
operations. A first step would be to inventory the paramilitary 
assets we have in the United States Armed Forces, consider various 
areas in the world where the implementation of our policy may 
require indigenous paramilitary forces, and thus arrive at a deter- 
mination of the goals which we should set in this field. Having 
determined the assets and the possible requirements, it would then 
become a matter of developing a plan to meet the deficit.
